I was tinkering around with my JFET regen tonight. Just for fun I put an old 
ferrite rod down into my 80 meter plug-in coil to see how low it would go. I 
found I could tune down to about 2.2 MHz, instead of the normal 3-something 
MHz. I placed a second rod into the coil, and the low end dropped to 1650 
kHz. 


The coil form -- an old Millen 45004 -- is pretty full with the 80 meter 
Winding. What I want to do is wind another 80 meter coil, and glue a pair of 
2-inch ferrite rods in the coil form to give me 160 coverage. 


What I need to know is how to cut the ferrite rod and end up with only 2 
pieces. Back in Ancient Times, when I was vacuum state, I tried this and 


ended up with a handful of ferrite chips.

well, 1 just picked up an htx-100 the other day, and i was sooo stoked 
to play with it.. i have never been on voice, so i wanted to check it 
out, and play cw on it, too.. 

but, alas.. i am having problems. . 


here's what i have going on, maybe someone has some ideas... 


station setup: 


htx-100... 
powered by a surplus computer power supply.. the power supply is rated 
at 10a out at +12v... i am running off this lead.. 


antenna is a dipole cut to around 28.3... fed by around 50' of rg-58... 
the antenna is in a temporary spot right now.. it is lashed to a metal 
railing on the side of the house, but the end of the antenna is a good 
five to ten feet from the railing... the antenna is pretty much sloped.. 
and the top leg is lashed to the top of the tower.. the angle of slope 
is around 35 degrees.. the antenna is about two and a half feet from the 
rain gutter, and about four feet from the house, which has aluminum 
Siding.. the antenna is made with unshielded copper wire.. the kind that 
radio shack sells as shortwave wire.. pretty much the same stuff.. 

in line with the radio and antenna, i am using a radio shack swr meter.. 
i could not get a short piece of rg-58, and i was in a hurry.. so i just 
got a short piece of rg-8.. a bit unwieldy, but everything is hooked 
up.. 


the problem.. 


i am using a radio shack swr meter.. the one with power on it, not the 
one with field strength.. to tune the antenna.. 

i am tuning it in cw mode, keying the radio to get the meter to kick 
over.. 

when i key the radio, the meter jumps erratically, all over the scale.. 
but in sort of a pulsed movement.. not smooth.. very jerky.. 

then, the radio will jump out of transmit mode, and the display will 
blink, and it will go back to receive.. i am guessing that the radio has 
a high swr protection on it, and it is kicking in at this point.. 


what i have tried.. 


i had an old piece of cable, so i replaced it.. with a piece of rg-58 
from radio shack.. i got the fifty foot length that comes in a box, with 
connectors on each end, and just got the end off, and connected it to 
the dipole center insulator... this did not £ix the problem, nor did it 
affect the problem.. 

i checked all the connections to the antenna, and found no problems.. i 
even resoldered a bunch of the connections.. to no avail.. 

i remeasured the dipole legs.. they are around 8'3".. both the same 
length.. (or as close as a human could get them, i say! 


anyone else have any ideas? 


does this radio really shut off under high swr conditions? is this a 
valid assumption?

I agree with Mike Maiorana's comments. The dummy load test will certainly 
tell you whether or not it is an "RF in the shack" problem. If it you still 
have problems when using the dummy load then either the power supply can't 
handle the rig's rated current or the rig has a problem and is drawing too 
much current. If the problem goes away with the dummy load then one or both 
of the following may be occurring: 


1. RF is getting into the power supply causing the overvoltage protection 
circuit to kick in. 


2. RF maybe getting into the rig itself causing problems. This usually 
happens via the microphone. By your description it doesn't sound like this 
is the problem, at least not yet. 


If it is a "RF in the shack" problem it maybe caused by close proximity of 
the rig to the antenna or RF currents on the outside of the feedline. If 
this is the problem try moving things around or choking off the RF currents 
via a balun of some sort at the antenna. The proximity of the antenna to 
all of the other metal objects may be causing an imbalance. Make sure the 
connections at the rig's end of the feedline and your patch cord is okay. 


An open shield connection can cause havoc. You may also try bypassing the 
power supply's output with some .01 uF capacitors and/or coiling up the DC 
output wires up near the power supply if all else looks okay. 


By your description the most in likely problem appears to me to be RF 
getting into the power supply somehow. The SWR protection circuit shouldn't 
cause the display to blink and the output power to fluctuate. It sounds 
like the DC power is being interrupted.

here's what i did.. 


i wired two 100ohm 10 watt resistors in parallel, and connected them to 
a piece of rg-58.. i hooked this into the swr meter, and unhooked the 
antenna.. i get the same results.. i tried it in both 5watt and 25watt 
modes... 


in qrp mode, it took longer to drop off, but it dropped off after about 
four seconds... in 25 watt mode, it dropped off in about half a second, 


if that.. 


so, next, i tried hooking the dummy load right to the radio, and 
bypassing the whole swr meter.. i had the same exact results.. 


then, 1 checked the voltage on the power source.. when the radio was in 
receive.. i had a full twelve volts.. as soon as i keyed the radio, it 
dropped to 8.5 volts.. would that cause it to kick off? i am guessing 
this is the problem.. 


i don't think it's a problem with the rf in the shack, i think the 
supply is too wimpy.. 


does anyone know how these supplies are setup? 1 was thinking that since 
there are a few different 12 volt outputs, they may be on separate 
circuits.. separate supplies.. if that is the case, i can maybe tap off 
two of them in parallel, and see if that works.. 


i think i will check for a voltage drop on the other leads, and see if 
they are indeed connected... 


one thing i did notice is that i had to put a little light bulb on the 5 
volt lead to get it to turn on, and when i key the radio, that bulb goes 
way dim.. i should have thought about that earlier... hmmm... 


this is the most trouble i have had with this radio stuff in my life!! 
wow...
